the many volunlary dam;' rs whi. li a 
tittle care on the part of the men them- 
selves would obviate. 

A mine always seems more or less 
populated when the day shifl Is down, 
for during the hours of ihc working 
day in every far comer, at the heud of 
every entry and nmni. then ure men. 
drilling, lo.idlut' mill over pushing for 
ward lis lioundaries. At fi o'clock tho 
long line of blackened miners wblcb U 
formed at the foot uf the biistlug 
shaft begtna to leave tbo mine, aad by 
6 o'clock, with tbo escoptloo of a Ihw 
inapootora aad ti* haaMa, tha tobw la 
deserlad. 

Tba alght ahtft bogaa at 8, and It 
waa aa tboogh algbt bad anddenly 
beoa baatoaod fbrwerd. to step from 
tbo ooft oeoalag twilight on the hoist 
and In a brief second leave behind tbe 
world and the day and pinngo back 
Into the darkness of the mine. 

We were walking up llio track from 
the mine bottom toward sl'C west 
south, niliy Wild I'at Iia\ls. two 
track repairers, and I. .\s we turned 
the corner by the runarouiid there 
came suddenly from far oil lu the 
thick stillness a faint tremor and a 
strong curnnt of air. The "sbooton" 
were at work. For a quarter of a 
mile we walked on, stopping every 
onco in awbllo to Ustoa to tbo tfer off 
"boom" of tbo Maata that came 
through tbo long tunnela fOlnt and dis- 
tant as though muffled by many folds 
of heavy cloth. We pusbol open the 
big trappers' door Just be.vond where 
first and second right turn off from 
the main entry and came Into the 
laint yellow glow of a single electric 
hunp that hoag fvam tha lew boaamd 
roof. 

lieside the track In a bho k niche cut 
in the wall of cell two men were w.u k 
ing. .\ safe twenty fe<<t from them 
tlieir lighted pit lamps llarcd wlu-rc 
they Were hung by the tio(d<^ from one 
of tho props.

Seiei'tlng nnd examining ench car- 
tridge. Ihe shooters charged the drill 
holes Two cartridges of black pow- 
der, tamped In with a long copper 
headed rod. then dummies of clay for 
wads, lea\lug hanging like a great 
while cord from eacli char:.csl drill hole 
a yard of the long white fuse 

We turned and tramped down the 
tunnel and aqimtted on the track a aafe 
fifty yarda away. Down at tbe ead of 
tbe tunnel we had just d sa ar tad bob- 
bed tbe tiny flamea of tbe Ugbta la tba 
ebootera' pit caps. There waa a faint 
glow of sparks. "Oomlngr* they yell- 
ed out through the darkoeaa. and we 
heard them rumilng aa we eaw their 
lights grow larger For a minute we 
silently waitc.l 'I'hei, friuii the f.ir 
«'nd of the tiiiiiiol. liiui;ied and boom 
Ing like till' breaking of a great wave 
in some vast cave, came a siiiu'lng 
roar, now lii.e the screech of meial 
liurh'd throu-li the air. and the black 
«'i.d of 111.' InniicI 11 line. 1 suddenly ilo- 
tiaiit. a solid S'piarv of . riii'son llaines 
like the window of a burning bouse,

we erei't bai-k slowly, breathing hard 
In an air thick with dust and the siiioll 
of Ihe burnt black |Hiwdor. to tbe end 
of the tunnel, where the whole fao»» 
had bivn torn loose- a ureal |ulc of 
brokoii coal auaii;st the i iid of tb.. en 
try 

Often bits of paper irom the car 
trlilges llulited by the blast will sl.irl 
a lire in the [•iles ,.f coal diisi left by 
the machine men. and before ilio Ktiot 
ers lea' e a room that has Iwen blasli-d 
an exaiiiliiaiion must be made in order 
lo pri-veiit Ihe possllilllty of Are. 

All night long we moveu from one 
enlry to another, blasting down In 

oa< ii six feet mure of the tunael. wblcb 
would bo kMded oat on tbe tollowlag 
day. and It waa 4 lo the toofaiag ha- 

fore tbe work waa Oalehod. 

it waa usually betweoa 4 and 6 lu 
the morning wbea we left tbe nine. 
As we atepped from the bolat aad left 
behind ua the eoaflnlng dar kn aaa. the 
Muoky air and tbe sense of oppression | 
and silence of Ihe mine below, the soft. | 
freiib morning air iu the eiirl.\ dawn. ; 
or sometimes tbe coul ralu. soeiiu'd iie\ 
er more refreshing One does not m.

tbe aonnd of volcaa, and then through 
tbe smoke we eaw tbe llgbte of tbe 
glen like yellow tonguea of flame, d» 
tiiohed from their iHidles, which were 
hidden In the thick blanket of smoke. 
The coal In oin' of Iho rooms off the 
nialii entry which iho shooters had 
blasted earlier III the night was on fire, 
and the heat and siiioko were too In- 
tense to allow the iiii'U to roai li it with 
Iho water Shouting at each ..Ihcr In 
the blinding sued;.- and d.irkne^s w ith 
Ihe dull. stead.> h.ait ,>r the invisible 
lire lirliiglii^ the sw. at In sue.ims from 
onr IsHlies. wir w.al.ed to cut off ;he 
r<M>iii from the rest of the inln^ b.f 
building across Its brond iiioath whore 
It Joined the main entry a solid stop- 
ping of wo<hI nnd plaster. A dozen 
men in niliiule relays bold s long strip 
of canvsss agalnsl the riMif while the 
rest of us piish<>d nnd wedged Into 
place between the flour and tbe low 
roof a string of props or poata aeroaa 
tbe room mouth. 

Aa the samke tblckeaed aad the heat 
grew more Intenae tbe relaye hwami 
shorter, and we anddenly dirad fMai 
tbe dense, cboking air above to Ha 
flat along the floor, sucking In tbe cool, 
clean air that hy atiove tho water b^ 
aide the tracks. In half an hour we

I ih.> slopping 
was re eiifort C.I with a s..:!.! fca of 
b..anl~. and then. iiiIjIiil' the p!.i>-ler In 
the water besi.le the tr.i. k and using 
onr hands, as trowels, we calked the 
seams. Ihe plaster drying quickly 
against tbe hot boerda. Three boon 
Uter tbe work waa done, and tbe air 
current moving ateadily down tbe ea- 
try bad blowo away tbe bist ohreda of 
tbo thick aad eboklag antokA In tbo 
light of our lamps and bintema we 
agala aiamlned the long white wall 
that we bad erected across tbe room 
mouth. A few more hnndfiils of plas- 
ter nil rrai-ko through whl.h a thin 
trickle of smoke still putTcl outward 
and Ihc work was ilone Tun ni "iiths 
Inter, when the lire, cut o(T from the 
air of Iho mine, had Kinolhered Itself 
lo oxiinriion. the wuU waa torn down, 
the gas blown oat aad work waa 
more rcftumed.
